One of his recent purchases was 
three blocks of nine stamps each, 
which are of the 1895 Seebeck is- 
sue of Ecuador, the 20c, 50c and 5S 
commercial of the original print- 
ing. Each of the nine stamps has 
a different advertisement on _ its 
back, and each block has the same 
ads in the identical positions. 











I am happy to have this oppor- 
tunity to write further on the sub- 


stated that it was Australia that 
introduced the practice of selling 
the backs of postage stamps for 
advertising purposes. 

I was wrong. It was New Zea- 
land, and the stamps were of the 
1882 and 1891-95 issues. I should 
have remembered that I once 
had a small lot of the stamps, 
each with a different ad. 

Yes, it was the New Zealand 
government that sold the backs of 
its postage stamps to an advertis- 
ing agent, and he in turn disposed 
of or rented the spaces for com- 
mercial advertisements to various 
business firms. 

Seebeck was a stamp collector, 
and also had once been a New 
York dealer. He naturally would 
have been interested in the ads 
on the New Zealand stamps, es- 
pecially from the profit end, as his 
company held contracts with the 
governments of Ecuador, Hon- 
duras, Nicaragua and Salvador to 
supply them with new and different 
types of stamps each year. These 
countries would have appeared to 
offer an extensive advertising 
field to exploit. 

We know from the ads on Mr. 
Glase’s blocks, that Seebeck was 
sufficiently impressed with the 
idea that he had commercial ad- 
vertisements prepared, using well- 
known products as the subjects to 
plug, and then had the ads neatly 
printed on the backs of the stamps 
of the 1895 issues of Ecuador, as 


efforts to sell the advertising privi- 
lege to publicity agents. 

But the prospective buyer had a 
number of adverse factors to con- 
sider.

I. The once powe Germany, 
had been cut down, and was ob- 
liged to take on new growth to 
survive as a nation. 

On the U. S. Alaska Territory 
Issue of 1937 (A272) is the impor- 
tant spruce which is the source of 
the wood pulp used in making pa- 
per. This tree gives us a wood 
that is soft and also less resinous 
than the well known pine. Though 
an evergreen it is surpassed by 
the cone bearing evergreens of 
California, which are sequoias, 
and said to be the oldest living 
things on earth. 

Two notable specimens are The 
Founders Tree, 365 feet tall, and 
considered the tallest tree in the 
world, over 1000 years old. Another 
of note is named the General Sher- 
man, in Giant Forest, said to be 
the oldest and largest thing oa 
earth, with a diameter of 36 feet 
and perhaps 4,000 years old. 

The South American Pine is seen 
on an issue of Chile in 1948 (AP31). 
Ecuador has given us an Andean 
scene (A139): and this 2c stamp 
shows the most useful tree, the 
eucalyptus, which produces a gum 
for commercial use. The Republic 
of Panama in 1936 shows its Guay- 
acan tree, the flowers of which 
glow yellow against the blue sky 
and last many days (A68). 

South and Central America are 
noted for the production of the gol- 
den fruit of the banana tree and 
it is possible to see it on stamps 
of Colombia (AP4) and the Domin- 
ican Republic (A84). Harvesting 
being done on a stamp of Costa 
Rica (A73.) 

The Psalmist has told us ‘“‘the 
righteous shall flourish like the 
ee’’, and he was likely re- 
ferring to the date palm, which has 
so many uses for the Eastern peo- 
ple, the fruit providing food, 
wine, vinegar and honey. 

The Traveller’s Palm of North 
Borneo is depicted_on a 2c red and 
black stamp (A 52). It is known to 
grow to 30 feet and bears banana 
like leaves which hold rainwater, 
and are a help in saving the lives 
of those who travel in desert like 
spots. . 

In this same British Protectorate 
we also see a cocoanut grove 
(A89), source of local wealth. 
The Royal Palms of Brazil at- 
tract much attention (A144). An 
imposing sight is a row of 
magnificent trees with their white 
trunks and arching green tops tow- 
ering nearly 100 feet from an ave- 
nue in the Botanical Gardens of 


there early in the 19th century is 
known as “The Mother of all 
Palms”.

A eo issue of stamps of 
the Tonga Islands shows the amaz- 
ing tropical bread-fruit tree (A18), 
the fruit of which is similar to the 
fig but almost the size of a melon. 
It has a whitish pulp similar to the 
texture of newly baked bread, and 
the fruit (A21) is roasted for eat- 


ing. 

Another tree native to the trop- 
ics is seen on a postage due stamp 
(D1) of Cameroons, issued in 1925. 
Here we s-e natives felling an 
Ebony Tree noted for its hard 
wood, mostly black. Various spe- 
cies are other colors, but it is the 
black that is sought after for use 
in designing mathematical instru- 
ments for which a high polish is 
required. 

A New Caledonia issue has a 
Mangrove tree pictured on the 
shores of the harbor of Noumea. 
The Mangrove has large leathery 
leaves similar to the Magnolia of 
U. S. The flowers are also some- 
what like the latter, of which there 
are dozens of varieties, especially 
in the South, where it is called 
tulip or white wood, and the moun- 
tain magnolia is in reality a cucum- 
ber tree. 

The Pandanus which belongs to 
the screw pine family is seen on 
Gilbert Island stamps (A5). 

This lovely tree (A5) seems to be 
sheltering his Royal Majesty, King 
George VI. It is so named for the 
spiral growth of its leaves. 

Salvador has the Balsam Tree 
(A112) from which comes a gum 
used in medicinal preparations. It 
does not yield its valuable product 
until after reaching its age of 25 
years, then the tree is tapped and 
treated much the same way as the 
rubber tree. 

We see natives tapping rubber 
trees on a stamp of Ceylon (A58). 
In the Straits Settlements we see 
rubber tapping (OS5) and also the 
Sago Palm and the Traveler's 
Palm, described previously (OS2). 
These are interesting studies, es- 
pecially the rubber tree from 
which we get the glutinous gray 
fluid that is of so much use com-

Long rows of growing tree fences 
(Guayacan Tree) are seen in Pa- 
nama and one is shown on a 
stamp (A68). The Guayacan is 
used for fence posts and they take 
root and make a fence row of 
trees.

Another great tree is the Bao 
bab, and it is shown on stamps of 
Eritrea, (A16). It is one of largest 
trees known, with limbs reaching 
30 feet in diameter although the 
height is comparatively small. It 
produces a la>ge woody fruit, with 
a bark that yields a fiber from

More and more there is evidence 
that Postmaster General Arthur 
Summerfield is determined to 
bring the operation of the Post 
Office Department to an efficient 
and business-like status. 


As you might or might not have 


ping away at that more than a half 
billion dollar annual deficit with 
vigorous measures. Departments 
and divisions have been reorgan- 
ized, new systems installed, non- 
paying post offices eliminated, and 


worst — various postage fees have 
been increased. 

Since foreign parcel post rates 
have been upped to nearly double 
it makes the collector with foreign 
correspondents think several times 
before he mails a parcel abroad. 
These rates will make it practical- 
ly prohibitive to mail used cloth- 
ing, food parcels and the like. It 
will be easier just to send money 
for those items, but that wont do 
either in most cases since there is 
nothing in the stores in lots of 
countries at any price. 

* Where it formerly required 5c 
for a first class letter to a foreign 
country weighing one ounce, it will 
now take 8c. If you are not send- 
ing anything, just writing a let- 


other 2c for an air letter (or aero- 
gramme, if you insist). The air let- 
ter will go any where in the world 
for 10c — to the far places in a 
matter of hours, where ship mail 
might take weeks. 

You can buy them at your post 

office, or should be able to. If you 
consider that a sheet of letter pa- 
per and an envelope cost you at 
least two cents you are far ahead 
using the air letter for you have a 
large surface on which you can 
write your message and it is just 
as private as though it were in a 
sealed envelope. And you save 
time! 
I have reported the opinion here 
of a number of readers to the effect 
they wouldn’t mind the rate raises 
so much if the ing privilege 
of various government depart- 
ments were curtailed or eliminated, 
and the same for those con- 
gressmen who have _ seriously 
abused the franking privilege. 


That has come to pass, 


A law is now in effect that fhe 
Post Ofice Department will tender 
an annual bill to Congress for 
postage charges. Various govern- 
ment departments which have had 
the franking privilege will be ren- 


cered a bill for postage fees quar- 
terly. 


When preparing their budgets de- 
partment heads will have to in- 
clude expected postage costs. And, 
of course, any congressman who 
floods’ the mail with doubtful ma- 
terial is going to be exposed and 
made subject to national condem- 
nation via newspapers and other 
publications. 

The public will continue to foot 
the postage bill as it has in the 
past through taxes, but under the 
new set-up abuse and inefficiency 
will more likely be spotted. 

If only our Postmaster General 
would be as determined in the ar- 
tistic merits of postage stamp de- 
Signs, and the selection of persons 
or events to be commemorated. 
Just between us kids, I have a 
hunch he’s going to get around to 
that one of these days, too, when 
some of the bigger headaches are 
modified or eliminated.

From Papeete on the South Pacific island of Tahiti came_the 
above first day cover bearing a reproduction of one of artist Paul 
Gauguin’s most remarkable paintings in the stamp design. In brown, 
green and red this 14fr commemorative has the artist's “Maori 
Women” an attention commanding piece of work executed while he 
“went native” on Tahiti. Inspiration for the stamp’s issuance was

| H?s living was made as an employee of a bank. However it was in- 
| evitable that those of like interests would seek each other out and

He had been born into a rather conservative family on June 17, 
1848 in Paris. His father was a successful journalist, the mother a 
gentle woman of Peruvian descent. It seems that the grandparents 
of both sides of the family shared in the youth’s upbringing for some 
early years were spent at Lima, Peru and others at Orleans, France. 
Beginning in 1865 he spent six years at sea returning in 1871 to 
a banking career and marriage to a Danish lady. 

He soon achieved a reputation with his simple and forceful 
presentation of the rocky Breton landscape and became founder of 
the Port Aven school. He passed much time with Van Gogh in the 
south of France painting the figures and landscapes, his most notable 
pieces of this period being a self portrait and the “Yellow Christ”. 

Disgust with European civilization drove him to Tahiti where 
from 1891 to 1893 he lived the life of a native. Here Gauguin painted 
a considerable number of Tahitian subjects which when exhibited 
at Paris some time later were a sensation. For two years he re- 
turned to the white man’s way of life but again in 1895 the South Pacific 
claimed him and there he remained until his death May 9, 1903 on the

Change Design Of 
Mexican Airmail 


Collectors of Mexican stamps, 
and airmail, specialists, are being 
given an active time by Mexico. 
Newest instance is the re-engrav- 
ing of the 25c denomination of 
the current series which pictures 
two masks. 





Dr. William A. Bork of Mexico 
City has submitted a copy of the 
re-worked design and has pointed 
out some of the variances from 
the previous printing plate. Dr. 
Bork claims that practically all the 
lines have been made heavier plus 
which there are some smaller not 
so noticeable changes. 

The shading on the right end of 
the triangular pedestal holding the 
masks (lower right corner of the 
design) is the simplest identifica- 
tien of the newest stamp. This area 
has an edge which on the old was 
made of straight lines running dia- 
gonally — on the new, there is a 
cross hatching. 

The dark triangular area of this 
right end is now definitely com- 
posed of cross hatching where pre- 
viously the vertical lines of it were 
dim. The new one also shows the 
shadow of the teeth of the right 
mask in sharper outline and the 
teeth themselves. are sharply de- 
fined. 

Dr. Bork claims the very first 
yrinting of this design was in a 
brown or red brown. Then came a 
quantity with a pale orange color, 


5| While the current are deep red 


brown. The orange will be the scar- 
cest. 

It is expected that other stamps 
of the airmail series will be re- 
engraved. Also, a conversion of all 
the denominations to the paper wa- 
termarked ‘“MEX MEX” and eagle 
in circle, is being made. This pa- 
per was first used for the Hidalgo 
commemorative set.

Postmster General 
Hubert L. Anthony has revealed 
that the stamp will be vertical 
in format, in sheets of 120, repro- 
ducing the first’4 pence stamp of 
Tasmania (Van Diemen’s Land) 
portraying the young Queen Vic- 
toria. 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA — Artia Ltd., 
has announced the following issues 
were released during September: 
a Julius Fucik set, issued Septem- 
ber 8 with values of 40 and 60h.; a 
Miners’ Day with values of 30 and 
60h., issued September 10, and on 
September 6 16 and 30h. ‘‘Air Trans- 
port”? post cards. 

DENMARK — According to in- 
formation from the Postal Philatel- 
ic Agency this country issued 
new 65 ore pearl-gray and 95 ore 
red orange stamps of the King 
Frederik IX type on October 15. 

FRANCE — The literary greats 
of France continue to be honored 
on special postage stamps. A new 
8 franc, dark blue, depicts Celimene 
in Moliere’s ‘‘Le Misanthrope’’ 
while a 12 franc green and lilac 
shows Beaumarchais’ ‘‘Figaro.” 

PAKISTAN—The ‘‘Scinde Dawk’’ 
commemorative set, issued on Au- 
gust 14, is to be withdrawn from 
sale “November 1. No announce- 
ment of future Pakistan stamps 
has been made, according to the 
Pakistan Stamp Sales Desk in New 


ork. 

PHILIPPINES — New 5 and 6 
centavo stamps were issued by this 
Republic on October 5 to mark 
the visit President Quirino made 
to _Indonesia’s President Sukarno. 
This issue is particularly interest- 
ing in that it represents three 
printing processes — steel engrav- 
ing, intaglio printing direct from 
steel plates and surface, printing. 
There are five basic colors and 
three blended “hues”. President 
Quirino is shown being greeted by 
President Sukarno, with their re- 
spective flags flying in the back- 
ground. Beneath the three-quarter 
portraits are the Philippine and 
Indonesian words of welcome and 
good will — ‘‘Mabuhay”’ and ‘‘Mer- 
deka,”’ respectively. 

UNITED NATIONS — When the 
United States Post Office Depart- 
ment’s new “international’’ mail 
rates go into effect next month, 
it will have its effect upon the 
United Nations Postal Administra- 
tion. At the present time, the Uni- 
ted Nations does not have an 8c 
stamp and it is therefore likely 
that this value will be announced 
in the near future. 

The United Nations has already 
announced that the rate increases 
for overseas surface mail will be- 
come effective November 1, in view 
of the postal agreement with the 
United States Post Office Depart- 
ment under which the United States 
— mail for the United Na- 
ions.

$36,000 Price On 


Fabulous Error 


The new owner of one of the 
world’s rarest stamps is a citizen 
of Toronto, Canada who wants to 
remain anonymous states Doug 
Patrick feature writer in the Toron- 
to “Globe and Mail’ daily news- 


paper. 

It is the Swedish 3 skilling banco 
printed in the wrong color ob- 
tained by its current possessor for 
$36,000 from a dealer in Sweden. 
Among its previous owners was 
King Carol of Romania. 

This specimen has been ealled 
one of the great story-book stamps 
of all time. It appeared in 1855 
and is yellow. Other 3 skilling- 
bancos of this issue are blue- 
green. 

What must have happened, the 
experts decided was this: 

Sweden’s o-skilling-banco stamp 
was yellow. A plate used in the 
printing of 3-s-:illing-bancos was 
inadver¢enfly placed on the same 
press, resulting in a historic mis- 
rey 

The discovery of this stamp is 
detailed in the reference work 
Stamps of Fame, by L. N. and M. 
Williams. A Stockholm dealer be- 
gan offering the equivalent of about 
$2 for 3-skilling-bancos in the 1855 
issue. It was not known up to that 
time that the yellow specimen ex- 
isted. 

George W. Backman, a young 
schoolboy, heard about the offer. 
When he went on Christmas holi- 
days to his grandmother’s home 
in the country he asked if he could 
look through some old documents 
which had belonged to his late 
grandfather. 

Among the papers the boy dis- 
covered many stamps in the 
sought-after denomination. On his 
return to Stockholm he took them 
to the dealer. It was then that the 
misprint was detected. 

The dealer, H. Lichtenstein, pur- 
chased all the stamps George 
brought him and paid a_ special 
premium for the yellow 3-skilling- 
banco, 

Lichtenstein held the stamp for 
eight years and then sent it to a 
Vienna stamp dealer, Sigmund 
Friedl. Friedl, in turn, sold it for 
approximately $1,600 to Count 
Philipp la Renotiere von Ferrary. 

Following the First World War, 
the French Government confiscat- 
ed many of Ferrary’s assets, in- 
cluding his stamp collection. The 
collection was offered for sale by 
auction. 

In 1922, the Swedish misprint 
passed into the hands of Baron 
Erik Leijonhufvud. He paid $3,800 
for it. Four years later, a Swedish 
engineer, C. A. Tamm, bought the 
stamp for a sum close to $6,000. 
He then sold it for $8,000 to Dr. 
Johan Remberg of Goteborg. 

In 1937 a London stamp dealer 
sold the 3-skilling-banco for $20,000 
to a collector whose identity was 
kept secret for 13 years. It was 
King Carol of Romania. 

By 1951 it was up for sale again. 
It was purchased for close to $30,- 
000. The purchaser’s name was not 
revealed. 

This small yellow stamp was 
used in 1855 to cover postal charges 
of a few cents. It now ranks with 
the costliest curiosities in philate-

there. Military funerals are always 
conducted with exact ceremony, 
including volleys fired over the 
flag-draped caskets as _ buglers 
sound the final ‘‘Taps”’’. 

When a great general (like 
“Black Jack’? Pershing) dies, the 
cortege is naturally longer and 
more elaborate, with the President 
in attendance. But the simplest 
buck-private receives the same 
honors and homage, except that he 
has a shorter procession of mourn- 
ers. 

The tremendous amphitheatre is 
built of stately white marble and 
is the scene of most ceremonies 
and memorial services. It has a 
seating capacity of 5000 and over- 
looks the city of Washington 
across rolling lawns. Its Trophy 
Room contains a beautiful statue 
of “Victory” by Saint-Gaudens 
plus many of the honors awarded 
to the holy dead.
